DETAILED ACTION 

The Examiner acknowledges the amendments submitted 1 1/5/2008. The amendments to 
claim(s) 2, 3, 10 and cancellation of claims 7 and 31-51 are accepted. 

The previously made objection to the drawing and 1 12, second paragraph rejection of 
claim 2 are withdrawn in view of the amendments. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks pages 7-14, filed 1 1/5/2008, with respect to the 103 
rejection of claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8, 22, 24, 25, 27-30 and 53 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The previously made 103 rejection of these claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-6, 8-30, and 52-53 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claims 10-13 and 52 

These claims are allowed as previously indicted in the Non-Final Office Action of 
8/18/2008. 



In regard to independent claim 1 
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The closest prior art taught by Douglass et al. (US 6,259,232) teaches a one-wire power 
and data communication configuration for a battery and monitor (See figure 1) however fails to 
teach actively suspending current of received power during communication between the monitor 
and an external system but rather teaches a "current stealing" configuration wherein power is 
supplied whenever data communication is not taking place (see column 3, lines 19-26). Gaza 
(US 6,002,237) teaches a battery monitor apparatus that actively interrupts current to take battery 
measurements but fails to teach interrupting current for communication purposes. Peel et al. (US 
2002/0195997) and Ooi et al. (US 2004/0104706) teach one-wire battery monitor systems which 
use one-wire for communication purposes but fail to teach power and data transferred over the 
same wire. Prior art of record fails to teach a battery having an apparatus for monitoring the 
battery wherein the battery comprises a monitor coupled to one or more cells and is adapted to 
receive power from the monitor from the external system and wherein the monitor communicates 
with the external system by actively suspending current of received power provided to the 
monitor by the external system.
